Cleveland, May 22.—G. K. Shurtleff,

French Chemical Scarecrow. 


According to recent experiments by 


Stanilas Tetard, a 
widely

French agriculturist, wheat and other 
cereals can be protected against the 
ra\ages of crows, which are particu- 
larly fond of the grain when its 
sprouts are just pushing above the 
ground, by treating the seeds before 
they are sown with a mixture of coal 
tar, petroleum and phenic acid. This 
treatment, which delays the growth of 
the seed for a day or two, but causes 
no damage, imparts an odor which is 
insufferable to the crows, but which 
disappears after the sprouts have at- 
tained a larger growth, when they, are 
no longer subject to attack.

$200,000 unless future 
legislatures 


provided the money to go ahead. He 
ignored the opinion of Attorney Gen- 
eral Ellis that the Cole e^cse tax law 
is in no danger because of the knock- 
ing out of the Texas railroad exeije 
tax law, bnt declared the Cole law to 
be in jeopardy and gave that as a rea- 
son for not embarking on a new un- 
dertaking. 
Later in the day he is- 


sued a supplemental statement to the 
effect that the attorney general had 
said the Cole la~w was safe. 


He referred to other large drafts 


upon the revenues of the state as a 
reason for not making this one, but 
doesn't specifically

Th it great instru- 
ment gave us a table and 
efficient 


government, the greatest blessing that 
a civilized people can possess 
But 


,ife itself—the life of the human race 
upon this planet—is conditioned on a- 
supply jof food, raiment and shelter; 
and the conference oi las' week was 
tield to consider how the foundation 
sources out of which these elemental 
neessities of life are pioduced may be 
preserved for the benefit of coming 
generations. 


It has been, quite generally under- 


stood by scientists and engineers for 
a considerable time that our present 
day civilization has set a pace in using 
up Nature's stored tieasures that was 
certain soon to exhaust them. But the 
few voices 
raised, in warning have 


been voices of those crying in 
the 


wilderness. People in general have no 
conception whatever of the fact that 
there is a limit to the amount of 
stored fuel and metal and mineral, and 
that the world may suddenly awake 
one morning' to find itself cold and 
hungry and Mother Nature's larder 
empty.

and ingenuity will do much to help 
put off t'he ei il dnj s of want that are 


surely coming. But inevitably sooner 
or later ,the mineral deposits in the' 
lew bundled feet of rock near the sur- i 
face of our planet, which are alone' 
available to man, will be exhausted, i 
Ensjmeeis know well that, inventors 
WOIK never vvo:K miracles, mat no lu- 
ventor ever made or will make some- 
thing oul of nothing Substitutes may 
be developed; but the substitute 
is 


seldom as good a? the oitginal. 


There is another reason why people 


in general are blind to the coming ex- 
haustion ot Natme's resources. It 'is 
this. In the development of our com-j 
plex social system we have removed ! 
the consumer so far from the sources 
of production that he is densely ig- 
norant whence the raw material 
for 


his sustenance comes 
All he knows 


is that by paving the price lie can al- 
ways buy the thing he wants; 
and 


prices depend on too many variables 
for him to discover in rising prices 
the warning of actual scarcity 
ap- 


proaching. 


Thus* the utterances ol those who 


foresaw coming disaster have been, 
little heeded 
Waste and des'ruction 


have gone on for half a century at 
least in a manner which some futuie 
generation will look back upon as one 
of the greatest crimes ever committed 
agamst the weltaie of the race It was 
evident thai some measure must be 
taken to arouse and enlighten 
the 


public concerning this great question. 
A few scientists and engineers in the 
Oty of Washington, 
most of them 


membeis of the Inland 
Waterways 


Comihission, were impiessed with the 
great need that sometn«ng be done to 
check the waste of natural resources. 
They enlisted the interes' of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and bis invitation was 
sent out to the Governors of every 
State of the Union to meet with him 
for confeience on this matter. 


It is well to note in passing that 


this is the first National convocation, 
on this subject ever held. Of course 
other countries have given much study 
to various phases of the subject. The 
industrial nations of Europe have for 
years been closely watching their di- 
minishing stores of coal and iron and 
husbanding their forest resources.

vaguely that when its own supplies
